Welcome  to  our  88th  NUMISMATIC  COMMENTARY  and  MAIL  AUCTION  SALE.  In  this  catalog  we  are  pleased  to 
present  the  lovely  collection  of  United  States  coins  formed  by  the  late  Arnold  D.  Frese.  The  trustee  of  the  Frese  Foundation  has  donated 
the  collection  with  the  express  intent  that  it  be  sold  with  the  proceeds  going  to  benefit  a major  institution. 


Mr.  Frese  came  to  numismatics  and  philately  late  in  life  and  his  coin  collection  was  accumulated  in  only  about  four  years 
prior  to  his  death.  Flad  he  lived  longer,  he  obviously  would  have  continued  the  collection  in  other  series  and  denominations,  and  the 
collection  would  have  become  one  of  the  true  classics.  As  it  is,  the  accumulation  of  475  different  U.S.  gold  coins  in  only  four  years, 
without  touching  Double  Eagles  or  Quarter  Eagles,  was  a remarkable  feat  - all  the  more  remarkable  in  that  he  purchased  from  only  one 
dealer,  the  Westchester  branch  of  Capitol  Coin  run  by  our  friends  the  Friedbergs. 


The  collection  makes  no  claim  to  be  a Garrett  or  Eliasberg  collection  but  can  stand  very  well  indeed  on  its  own  feet.  In 
cataloguing  the  coins  we  have  been  struck  by  the  true  scarcity  of  many  of  the  regular  issue  Eagles  and  Half  Eagles  of  the  last  century. 
While  splendid  proofs  of  these  coins  from  the  middle  years  have  appeared  in  several  of  the  major  collections  dispersed  within  the  past 
few  years,  currency  issue  business  strikes  are  seldom  available. 


We  make  full  acknowledgement  of  the  use  to  which  we  put  the  series  of  volumes  on  U.S.  gold  coins  prepared  by  David 
Akers  of  Paramount  and  of  Walter  Breen's  gold  coin  monographs.  In  addition,  comments  made  in  the  recent  catalogs  of  the  Garrett, 
Eliasberg,  Brand,  and  Amon  Carter  collections  have  been  of  much  help. 


Mr.  Frese  was  also  very  proud  of  his  collection  of  Imperial  German  gold  coins  which  comprised  some  96  different  types. 
With  more  years  at  his  disposal,  that  collection  would  also,  undoubtedly,  have  been  completed.  As  is,  it  is  one  of  the  finest  groups  offered 
on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic  in  many,  many  years. 


We  will  be  only  too  happy  to  show  the  coins  to  interested  prospective  bidders  during  the  weeks  prior  to  the  auction.  We 
would  ask  that  you  do  call  first  for  an  appointment  and  not  have  everyone  wait  until  the  crush  of  the  last  couple  of  days,  although  that 
is  probably  whistling  into  the  wind. 


As  a final  reminder,  there  will  be  a 10  percent  Buyer's  Premium  added  to  all  invoices.  In  addition,  by  the  terms  of  our 
contract  with  the  institutional  consignor,  all  purchases  from  all  buyers  must  be  paid  for  in  full  prior  to  delivery.

1857-D.  A really  lovely  example  of  this  rare 
Dahlonega  issue.  Akers  calls  it  "one  of  the  most  under- 
rated Type  III  gold  dollars."

Missing  from 
the  Garrett  and  Brand  sales,  the  Eliasberg  piece  was  AU 
and  the  Carter  piece  EF.  Obviously,  this  is  not  a common 
coin  in  high  grade.

GOLD  Dollar.  1859-C.  A bold  EF  piece  with  full  LIBERTY 
and  strong  date  digits  (far  better  than  average).  It  has  the 
standard  Charlotte  weaknesses,  but,  as  Akers  states, 
"Along  with  the  1857-C,  the  1859-C  ranks  as  the  most 
consistently  poorly  struck  gold  dollar.  PHOTO 

GOLD  Dollar.  1859  D.  An  exceptional  piece,  well  struck 
UNC  and  nearly  fully  Prooflike.  The  O of  DOLLAR  is 
filled  as  usual,  and  there  is  a light  scratch  or  two.  Still 
a really  lovely  coin.

In  addition,  there  is  a small  flaw 
on  the  neck.  Nonetheless,  the  fields  are  nice  and  clean, 
and  the  date  and  mintmark  are  well  struck  up.  With  a 
mintage  of  only  1,120  pieces,  this  overall  VF  coin  should 
find  several  parties  eager  to  give  it  a new  home.

The  series  of  $ 1 0.00  gold  eagles  from  1862  to  1878  is  loaded 
with  genuinely  scarce  coins.  The  41  dates  and  mints  striking 
Eagles  during  that  period  produced  a total  of  344,483  coins, 
an  average  of  8,402  pieces  per  year  per  mint.  This  figure  in- 
cludes a few  relatively  large  mintages  such  as  the  still  scarce 
1874  with  53,160  coins  issued.  Few  United  States  coinage 
date  runs  of  any  length  in  any  denomination  feature  so  many 
coins  with  an  original  mintage  of  under  5,000  pieces.  Add  to 
that  the  natural  attrition  of  coins  which  were  intended  to  and 
did  circulate,  and  one  can  appreciate  the  legitimate  rarity  of 
these  often  ignored  coins.
